of two or three doubtful members, 
neither side could show its hand with­ 
out exposing the recruits or the desert­ 
ers to terrific fires for at least a week.

They also charge that he has been an 
ex senator since tho legislature met 
Monday. 
As Senator hauna was ap­ 
p o s e d when Secretary Sherman went 
into the cabinet, article 2, section 2, of 
the statutes is being quoted as follows: 
“If vacancies (in the senate) hupped 
by resignation, or otherwise, during 
the recess of the legislature of any 
stare, the exe utive thereof may make 
temporary appointments until the next 
meeting of the legislature, which shall 
then t ll such vacancies.”

th* New J* r* * | Mountain*. 
Countless thousands of years ago vast 
stretches of glacial deposits came slid 
ing across the state of New Jersey, 
mounted the Palisades, pushed their 
way across the Hudson river, scoured 
over M anhattan Island and slid out into 
the A tlantic ocean, w hither they disin­ 
tegrated and sank into the deep or per­ 
haps glided on to the other shorn 
Bot in their onward march these 
Flacier* left indestructible evidence of 
their grinding stride, and today 
all 
along the palisades the trap rocks and 
bowlders are worn smooth where the 
m ountains of ico and sand passed over 
them. In some rocks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward 
and 
showing 
which way the glacial deposits drifted. 
, There is tho evidence, mute, but indis­ 
putable. 
To the careful observer there are 
numberless other evidences af the pres­ 
ence of glacial influences in the past, 
but none is more convincing than the 
tram p bowlder th at has finally settled 
down in the woods in the heart of E n­ 
glewood borough. 
There it sits, a tow 
ering mass of rock weighing perhaps 
300 tons and resting upon three points 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a flat rock th at is part of and common 
to the character of rock which composes 
the palisades. 
But. strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tram p bowlder is red sandstone from 
the Jersey hills 35 miles inland, and 
the pedestal is m etam orphic or soft 
gram ta 
Around 
this m arvelous monument 
have grown trees th at may perhaps be 
a century old, and they have completely 
hedged it in, w hile the rock itself has 
stood where it stands today for thou­ 
sands of years. 
On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
action of the elem ents can be seen the 
deep ridges and scars made across its 
flat surface by the great grinding pres­ 
sure of the body of ioe and sand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
New York was ice and snow clad and 
the world was a desolate waste in a 
state of chaos. 
This tram p bowlder has caused geol­ 
ogists much wonderm ent and is regard­ 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
ever left in the wake of a glacier. 
It is 
equally ast eau ding as though an explor­ 
er should find the hull of a steamboat in 
the Sahara desert. The only way it could 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had landed it from the 
sea in the heart of the inland sands.— 
New York Jo u rn al

All of 
Ou* Shape. 
W hy is there not a fixed form for all 
eggs? We can see no reason in the anat­ 
omy of tho bird, but we may often find 
reasons for tho shape of any particular 
egg in its later history. 
It is noticeable, for instance, that the 
more spherical eggs, as those of owls, ; 
trogons Aud the like, are usually laid 
in holes in the earth, rocks or trees, 
where they cannot fall out of the nest, 
and th at the eggs of the ordinary song 
bird, which makes a well constructed 
nest, are oval, w hile the slim, straight 
sided, conoidal eggs, tapering sharply 
to a point, belong to birds th at construct 
little or no nest— to the shore birds, 
terns, guillem ots and the lik a 
Why? 
Because these last drop them in small 
clutches and w ith little or no prepara­ 
tion upon sand or rock, where, were 
they spherical, they coaid only w ith 
difficulty be kept closer beneath the sit­ 
ting bird, but conical objects w ill tend 
alw ays to roll tow ard a center. 
An ad­ 
ditional advantage is th at eggs of the 
latter shape will take up less space— 
form a snugger package to be warmed. 
In the case of guillem ots the single egg 
laid is especially flat sided and tapering, 
aud the species owes its perpetuation 
largely to this circumstance, 
since, 
were it not for the egg’s toplike tenden­ 
cy to revolve about its own apex, the 
chances are th at it would be pushed off 
the ledge of naked sea cliff where the 
careless or stupid bird leaves i t 
This suggests a word in reference to 
the popular fable th at sitting birds care­ 
fully turn their eggs every day or often­ 
er in order to warm them equally 
No 
such thing is done, because unnecessary, 
since, as we have seen, the germ inal 
part alw ays rises to the top and place* 
itself nearest the influential w arm th of 
the m other's body.—Ernest Ingersoll ;

A M ORNING GLORY CULT. 


This F low er T aking th e P lace o f Chrys- 
a n th em ums In Japan. 
Miss Eliza Rubamah Scidmore has an 
article on “ The Wonderful Morning 
Glories of Japan” in The Century. Miss 
Scidmore says: 
As a floral sensation the chrysanthe­ 
mum may be said to have had its day, 
the carnation is going, going, and seek­ 
ers after novelty among flower fanciers 
are sighing for a new flower to conquer 
It is hardly known, even to foreign res­ 
idents in Japan, that that laud, which 
has given us so much of art aud beauty, 
has lately revived thecultnreof its most 
remarkable 
flower, 
the asagao, our 
morning glory. For size, beauty, range 
of color aud illimitable variety there 
attained this sunrise flower precedes all 
others until its cultivation has become 
a craze, which is likely to spread to 
other countries, and—who knows 
per­ 
haps there introduce the current Jap­ 
anese custom of 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing teas and garden parties. 
Asagao, the morning flower, is more 
especially Japan’s own blossom than 
the chrysanthemum, which, like 
it, 
came from China as a primitive sort of 
weed, afterward to be evolved by Jap­ 
anese art or magic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred varying forms. 
We who know and grow the morn­ 
ing glory as a humble back yard vine on 
a string—a vine with leaves like those 
of the sweet potato and puny little pink 
or purple flowers—are as far in the 
floral darkness as tho 
Chinese, who 
know it chiefly as a wild thing of fields 
aud hedge rows, the vine of “ the httie 
trumpets” or the “ dawn flower, 
that 
is entangled with briers aud bushes for 
miles along the top of Peking a walls 
The old poetry aud the old art do not 
seem to be permeated with it, as in 
Japan, where the forms of vases, bowls 
and .Sr ■ - tbf- Hpeuoui aud oaiyAJiws of 


the greatest masters, repeat the graceful 
lines of vine and flower, aud scores of 
famous poems celebrate the asagao in 
written characters as beautiful to the 
eye as is their sound to the ear. 
The asagao was brought to Japan 
with the Buddhist religion, that partic­ 
ular colt of early rising. 
Scholars and 
priests who went over to study the new 
religion brought back the seeds of many 
Chinese plants. 
The tea plant came 
then, and Eisai brought the seeds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwau, the Chi­ 
nese priest at the Chaka temple in Uji, 
who may have introduced the flower to 
Japan, was one of the first to sing of 
the asagao in graceful outas, classic 
poems which scholarly brushes repeat 
today. 
“ Asagaos bloom and fade so 
quickly, only to prepare for the mor­ 
row’s glory,” is Tai Kwan’s best known 
verse. 


How Punch aud Judy Cam e to England. 
The heyday of the puppet show in 
England was during the last century. 
Long before then strolling showmen 
had exhibited “ drolls” or “ motions”— 
as tho English puppets were known iii 
the early days—to crowds of gaping 
rustics, but it was not until the time of 
Steele and Addison that the puppet show 
became a fashionable amusement, pat­ 
ronized by upper tendons. 
Pulciuella came to London in 1666, 
when an Italian puppet player set up 
his booth at Charing Cross and paid a 
small rental to the overseers of St. Mar­ 
tin’s parish. 
His name was at once 
Englished into Punchinello, which was 
soon to be completely Anglicized as 
Punch.—Harper’s Magazine.

PRIMA RT ELECTIONS. 
Governor Bnshnell touches a popular 
chord when he recommends in his toes 
sage to the legislature the enactment of 
a measure that will place primary elec­ 
tions under the control of regularly 
authorised election boards. After snf 
faring for many years because of the 
system now in use, Ohio is beginning to 
realize that the best method of killing 
the political boss is to strike through the 
primary election. If the legislature can 
only be brought to see the matter in that 
light there are better times instore for 
the people of this state who believe cor 
nipt km in politics to be among the 
Ration’s greatest dangers.

[SP E C IA L CORRESPO NDENCE.] 


Colum bus, Jan. 5.— (SpecialI—One of 
the most sensational and remarkable 
sessions of any legislature ever held in 
Ohio was that which marked the open­ 
ing of the seventy-tbird general assembly 
on Monday. Political history was made 
on that day, and the acenea enacted wil 
not soon be forgotten by thoae who par 
ticipated in them. The occasion was 
also very spectacular from a visitor’s 
point of view. On that occasion a Demo 
cratic minority came into a Republican 
assembly and, with the aid of a bandfu 
of bolters from the Republican ranks, 
organised both branches. Although the 
Republicans had a good majority in the 
house and a fie in the senate, their regu 
ar slate was smashed to a thousand bits 
and Fred Blankner was the only man 
saved from the wreck. “Col. Fred” has 
been about the state house so long that 
be is above party considerations, and he 
was returned to his old place as third 
assistant sergeant at arms. Otherwise 
the officers and employes of the assembly 
are all new men, from clerks to pages 
In the senate the Democrats captured 
the organisation entire, this being made 
possible by the absence of Senator Burke, 
of Cleveland, who was a part of the 
combine with the Democrats. Senator 
Thaddeus E. Cromley, of Pickaway 
county, was elected president pro tem, 
and the Democrats took to themselves 
every office from chief clerk down. Sen­ 
ator Voight, of Hamilton county, was 
elected on a Democratic fusion ticket, 
and it was expected that he wonld vote 
with the Democrats on the organization. 
When the Democrats demanded all the 
places and refused to allow the Republi­ 
cans anything, the senator refused to 
enter into their plans, but they were 
successful without him. 
Besides looking after the presiding 
officer’s chair, in the absence of Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Jones, it is expected that 
Senator Cromlev will act os the Demo 
cratic leader during the session. The 
leadership of the Republican Bide is not 
so well defined, but it lies between Sena 
tors Sullivan, Alexander and Garfield. 
The greatest sensation of the organi 
zation occurred in the house, where the 
Republicans had what should have been 
a working majority, that body being 
composed of 62 Republicans and 47 
Democrats. Nine of these Republicans 
went over to the Democrats and so 
captured the organization. Hon. Alex 
an der Box well, of Warren county, was 
the regular Republican candidate for 
speaker, and John L. Means for speaker 
pro tem. When the first vote was taken 
the tension was intense. When the 
roll call was finished Mr. Boswell had 
only 68 votes and Harry O. Mason, of 
Cuyahoga, the candidate of the com 
bine, had 66. The same vote elected 
John E. Griffith, of Union, speaker 
pro tem. The Democrats voted solidly 
for these men, and for a slate that in 
eluded every officer of the house. There 
was great excitement over the first vote 
and cheers and hisses were mingled 
with equal force. The intense feeling 
was made manifest by Mr. Boswell, who 
refused to shake hands with his success­ 
ful opponent, and took occasion to call 
the bolters “traitors” when he made a 
speech seconding the nomination of 
Means. 
The members who formed the combi­ 
nation with the Democrats were Harry 
O. Mason, Cuyahoga; M. F. Brantley, 
Cuyahoga; John E. Griffith, Union; 
John P. Jones, Stark; James Joyce, 
Guernsey; James Manuel, Montgomery ; 
J. C. Otis, Hamilton ; D. O. Rn tan, Car­ 
roll; W. A. Scott. Fulton. These men 
hold the balance of power, aud if they 
to the compact they have made 
they will be able to do just about as they 
please during this session. 
What their 


political future will be and the excuses 
they will make to their Republican con­ 
stituency is another story. 
Ftoin the developments of the first 
two days of the legislature, it is plain 
that there will be plenty of excitement 
during the session, and there are rumors 
of sensations that nobody dreamed of a 
few weeks ago. The Democrats intend 
to take every advantage of the position 
in which they find themselves, and al­ 
ready they are dreaming of great 
things. 
Of course the question of the next 
United States senator from Ohio is in- 
involved in all this to a large extent. But 
the probable outcome is a question that 
no man can fathom. The reader can take 
the claims of both sides and then form 
hisown opinion. Senator Hanna stood 
sponsor for Mr. Boxwell, and to a cer­ 
tain extent made the speakership fight 
his own. Still the Hanna managers do 
not admit defeat with the downfall of 
Boxwall. 
They claim that Hanna is 
stronger than Boxwell by at least five 
votes, and if this is true he is safe. 
On 
the other hand the friends of Mr. Kurtz 
claim they can hold the combination 
together on the senatorial question and 
that Hanna is beaten. Still other well 
informed politicians promise a deadlock, 
and say that some of the Democrats will 
not vote for any Republican senator. 
The first senatorial ballot will not be 
taken nntil next Tuesday and there is 
plenty of time to work and speculate. 
Certain it is that the defeat of Boxwell 
has made the situation more dangerous 
for Mr. Hanna. 
Up in the halls of the state house the 
members are getting themselves settled 
and business will soon be running on 
smoothly. 
Already some bills have 
been introduced, but little legislation 
will be enacted for a week or tw o; or 
nntil the committees are appointed and 
get down to work.

tion which a miserable man is supposed 
to get from company. People who delve 
in grain corner literature find one thing 
very early—the failures outnumber the 
snooeiuna. 
Everybody knows that Jim Keene lost 
his first great fortune in a wheat oorner 
at Chicago. He started in lard and made 
a great deal of money. His wheat opera­ 
tions in the seven ties extended over two 
years and, white promising at Ant, 
finally proved dimetroos. Nobody failed. 
The money simply dwindled down, and 
when the cash wheat had been liquidat­ 
ed Keene’s fortune was gone. 
There 
were some spectacular features. 
W. T. 
Baker, when in Paris recently, was 
shown a cablegram by one of the great 
French grain merchants. It was ton ob­ 


ol trade directors were compelled to 
make emergency warehouse room, such 
a flood of it was arriving. Hutchinson, 
who put wheal to 12 a year later, was 
an active interest against Harper. There 
were Dover such shipments from Chi­ 
cago as followed the collapse of that 
oorner. 
Corn coroerM were the rule rather 
than the exception in tbs early eighties. 
Ricker, who died leaving less than 
11,000,000, was known as the “ Corn 
King" and would manipulate month 
after month. The corn crops of that pe­ 
riod were almost 1,000,000,000 bushels 
less than they average uow, and any­ 
thing under 60 cents a bushel was, from 
1881 to 1884, railed cheap. 
“ Deacon” J. B. Hobbs, a3 active in 
Methodist aud temperance circles then 
as now , run a deal for rich New York­ 
ers in the fall of 1888. 
A new oontriv- 
asiCH was sprung on bim, the “ marginal 
price." The board of trade directors, on 
petition of the corn shorts, met and de­ 
clared that the market situation war­ 
ranted especial margin calling privi­ 
leges. Tho directors authorised those 
who had corn sold to “ Deacon" Hobbs 
to call him, margins about 20 cents un­ 
der the market. 
It compelled a very 
hasty selling out of oorn, spoiled the 
deal and broke the “ deaoou’a’’ custom­ 
ers. 
Tho mere whisper of “ marginal 
price" will still scare a weak manipu­ 
lator half out of his senses. 
A very Huocosef ul corn corner was run 
in 1890 by Bartlett-Frnzier and the 
Pattens. 
A different experience befell 
the Coster-Martin firm in May, 1892. 
The price wus put to 11, but the bulls 
had too little <-npital. Tho elevator in­ 
terests sold f-o much on the last day of 
the month aud called margins so fierce­ 
ly the bull® were swamped. 
Deacon 
Stephen V. White lost his fortune* few 
yea: sago trying to corner at Chicago.—

The Maine hunters who have shot at 
men nuder the impression that they 
were deer have proved excellent marks­ 
men this year. Thongh none of the ba­ 
nian targets was nearer than SOO yards 
aud some fully 1,000 yards away, of the 
18 shot at 14 have either fallen dead or 
died within a few minutes, aud of the 
wounded two will be cripples for life. 
A great many strange deductions have 
been drawn from these facts, the most 
interesting of which is the belief that 
the men who did the shooting knew at 
the time that they were firing at a man 
aud couldn't help it. 
Nearly every 
homicide was a novice in deer hunting. 
He was making his first trip after big 
game aud was uerved up to a high men­ 
tal 
tension in expectation of seeing 
game. 
After hunting for a few honrs 
under such a strain be lost control of 
Lis muscles and became an automaton 
and shot at the first object that came in 
sight, 
lf a deer chanced to come along 
at that time, the deer fell and the hunt­ 
er was applauded for his good marks­ 
manship, and if he killed a man under 
the impression that he was shooting at 
a deer he received a lot of spnpatby for 
his misfortune aud was asked how he 
happened to make such a tine shot. 
More than half of the homicides have 
said that they felt they were shooting 
at a man the moment they pulled the 
trigger, though they had been sure it 
was a deer an instant before. The reali­ 
zation of the facts came to them when 
it was too late.—New York Sun.

Dr. J. H. Ford of Wabash, Ind., 86 
years old, has ordered his coffin built at 
the Wabash School Furniture company’s 
factory, and Manager Lynn has under­ 
taken to meet the careful specifications. 
A workman was called in and the 
measurement of the subject was taken. 
The doctor enjoined upon Mr. Lynn the 
importance of having it not an inch too 
long, broad or deep. He wanted a glove 
fit.

ing the sale of 6,000,000 basileis of 
wheat in one lot. Baker bad negotiated 
it up to the point of closing. Somebody 
influenced Keene to halt in i t The op­ 
portunity disappeared from that mo­ 
ment. Nobody knew it at the time, but 
all chances of success of Keene disap­ 
peared with the loss of that sale. 
To find a successful wheat oorner one 
must go back to 1888. 
It was in Sep­ 
tember of that year Hutchinson put the 
price to |2 a bushel. 
There were less 
than 8,000,000 bushels of contract grain 
in Chicago ou the last day of that 
month. Hutchinson began his purchase 
around 80 cents, 16 cents higher than 
the point where Loiter began. 
Septem­ 
ber was around 95 cents on the first and 
at $2 on tho last day of the month. The 
deal was kept very dark until the last 
week. 
Then the screws were applied 
unmercifully. 
The collapse of the Harper deal the 
year previous had made every one in­ 
credulous of a successful manipulation. 
This skepticism helped Hutchinson more 
than anything else. 
Oct. I the price 
was off to $1.02. That there was merit 
in the situation was shown by the ad­ 
vance later without any help to ll.20. 
No one has ever owned as much wheat 
as Cndaby did in 1898. His line at one 
time was 28,000,000 bushels. That was 
when Pardridge was short at least 15,- 
000,000 bushels. There have never been 
such titanic risks os were assumed in 
that campaign. Cudahy, by a supreme 
effort, one day—April 12—put the May 
price to OO cents. 
Pardridge'8 fortune was in the bal­ 
ance. 
Cudahy succeeded 
in forcing 
6.000.000 bushels shorts to settle. Par­ 
dridge hold out, however. The whole 
world was selling wheat. Cudahy had 
to abandon the campaign. The panic 
had started in financial circles, and his 
lard operations demanded all his capi­ 
tal. It took Pardridge a month to cover 
up his shorts, and to this day no one 
dares to say how large bis interest was. 
The deal lost the northwest a vast 
amount of money aud has made the 
Minneapolis aud Duluth speculators 
timid abont hedging at Chicago ever 
since. 
A collapsed bank, a penitentiary sen­ 
tence for the manipulator and the fail­ 
ure of a score of board of trade firms 
were the results of the Harper wheat 
deal of 1887. The president of the F i­ 
delity National bank of Cincinnati, an 
unscrupulous speculator, reputed to be 
rich and capable, but in truth without 
means and passing off effrontery for ca­ 
pacity, started a wheat deal in th# 
spring of 1887. He gave his brokers the 
idea they were acting for Standard Oil 
millionaires. He bamboozled everybody 
around bim, the president of his bank, 
his directors and his Chicago commis­ 
sion men. His money came from his 
bank, and his speculation was begun 
for the purpose of making for him the 
fortune he bad claimed, but which he 
had never possessed. 
He began with 
wheat around 80 cents, and on the day 
of his collapse—June 14, 1887—he put 
it to 94 cents. He had to take 16,000,- 
OOO bushels of spot grain, and if he had 
kept on he would have had to pay for 
25.000.000 bushels, for his manipulation 
was for July. There was no lack of 
I wheat anywhere that year. The board

FRANKLIN’S GRAVE. 


Kf m o m G iven For A llow in g I t to Remain 
In IU Present Condition. 
Benjamin Franklin’s grave is in a 
neglected condition. 
No appropriate 
•tone rises over it, the ground round 
about it is uncared for, aud tho tomb of 
the great scholar aud statesman is as 
obscure as that of a mau whose name 
and fame were no part of the glory of 
his country. 
• 
His grave is destitute even of i. head­ 
lin e It is covered by an old fashioned 
marble slab which was placed theta IOO 
years ago aud is now worn and discol­ 
ored by aga 
Notbiug bas been done to it sin'N) 
Franklin was buried there, aud even 
the modest arrangements of the grave 
are not kept in the perfect condition 
that is expected of a great man’s tomb. 
The earth on all sides is bare of grass, 
the common thatching of the common­ 
est grave, aud au air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 
The sexton said that the descendants 
of Franklin would not do anything to 
repair the grave; neither would they al­ 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev­ 
ery day he has received offers of sub­ 
scriptions from visitors, who are dis­ 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin’s resting place and who would 
like to see it improved 
In reply he 
says, as he has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, "being a plain 
mau averse to display of any kind. ** 
Not long ago, at his own er<perje, be 
had the fading inscription recut, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone. 
lf he had not done so, the last rest­ 
ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have been forgotten and un­ 
known. Who is responsible for this con­ 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela­ 
tives of Franklin. The responsibility 
rests with the American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet­ 
ter order than it has been in the past 
Before he died Franklin provided for 
his own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to be placed upon it. He desired to 
be buried beside his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads: 


BEN.! AMIN I 
and 
> FRANKLIN 
: 
DEBORAHITW 
: 


Everything was done as he desired, 
and tho work was paid for out of his 
estate aud stands today the same as 
when he died.—Philadelphia Times.

ENLARGED LYMPH GLANDS. 


What th* Lamp* Miwn and Flow Th*y 
Should Ita Troatad. 
"W h at are these lumps in my baby’s 
Heck?” is a question often asked the 
doctor. 
Lumps, or kernels as they are often 
railed, because they feel like grains or 
scud* under the exam ining fingers, are 
lymph bodies, or glands. 
The system of lymph glands and 
tubes oovers the entire body. If it were 
exposed to view, it would have the ap- 
| carane* of meshwork. 
Lymph ducts 
lead from the skin, from the rn noons 
membrane, and from bone to lymph 
bodies which 
are further connected 
with one another by the same means. 
At any point where there is an in ­ 
flammation, a sore, a breaking of the 
skin or mucous surface, there w ill be 
found open m onths of lymph ducts into 
which waste m atter is liable to enter. 
This waste m atter sets up an irritation 
and an enlargem ent of the lymph bod 
ie* to which it finds its way 
It w ill 
now be easily understood bow such an 
enlargem ent or inflamm ation of the 
lymph bodies always points to a state 
of inflammation at some point, perhaps 
at a considerable distance from the 
lumps themselves. 
Thus a felon on the 
finger cansos enlarged glands to appear 
in the a rm p it 
Lumps in the neck may sometimes be 
plainly traced to eczema of the scalp 
{sometimes the month is the seat of the 
trouble. Large and inflamed tonsils may 
be present, or the teeth may be decaying 
When the ear is the seat of an ab­ 
scess, either before or during the course 
of a purulent discharge enlarged glands 
are common. 
Enlarged lymph bodies just behind 
the angle of the jaw are sometimes sig­ 
nificant of catarrh of the nose aud the 
adjacent portion of the throat. 
Tho existence of enlarged lymph bod­ 
ies for a few days, or sometimes for a 
longer interval, cannot be said to be in 
itself dangerous. 
The case is different 
when lumps exist for several weeks or 
longer. 
They become changed in char­ 
acter after this tim e and begin to break 
down aud form purulent m atter. 
This 
stage, too, is more difficult to cure, as 
surrounding tissue may become affected. 
The skin over the glands is involved 
and becomes part of the large, soft, red 
or purplish swelling, now called an ab­ 
scess, which either breaks or is lanced 
by the surgeon 
These enlargem ents may become in­ 
vaded by the tubercle 
bacilli, from 
which consumption of the lungs or a 
general consumption may develop. 
During the course of an infections 
disease, when tho glands in the neck 
sometimes becotuo enlarged, the care of 
the throat must not be neglected 
The 
use of an antiseptic solution on the 
affected parts will often produce an im ­ 
m ediate good result. — Y outh’s 
Com­ 
panion. 


A bout L ig h tn in g Hod*. 
Rods, although they may not entirely 
protect a building, may preserve it from 
being seriously damaged. The Jefferson 
physical laboratory of Harvard univer­ 
sity is protected in the following m an­ 
ner: Each of the chimneys is provided 
with rods which are connected with 
conductors running along the eaves. 
From the corners of the roof conductors 
are led to the ground aud are connected 
underground w ith a conductor which 
entirely surrounds the building 
and 
which is connected to a perm anent wa 
t* r supply at least ten feet below the 
surface of the ground, 
iron pipes ar 
driven to reach this water supply This 
is us ueur an approach to a cage as cir­ 
cumstances would permit. 
A trolley car has a lightning rod i. 
its trolley, which is connected through 
its motor w ith the rails aud the ground 
It is not beyond possibility, however, 
that a discharge descending the trolley 
arm should refuse to go through the mo 
tor and should seek a quicker oscillating 
path through the car This is uot likely 
to happen ofteu, for the network of the 
trolley wire aud the telegraph lines of a 
town or city, together w ith the electric 
light wires, separate and divert into 
many channels the electrical disturb­ 
ance. The great increase of wires in onr 
cities serves to protect from great dam ­ 
age by lightning, for many paths are 
offered to the discharges, which are 
thus broken up into more or less harm ­ 
less sparks.— Fro lessor John Trowbridge 
in (Jhuutauquan.

Argentine Mlnlatar In Spain Makes De-

the A rgentite m inister at M adrid.Senor 
quesada, and his decision was in favor 
of the Mexican governm ent and against 
the Am erican claim ants. 
The discouraging featnre of the de­ 
cision is th at in m aking the decision 
the arbitrator apparently overlooked 
everv point of law, according to the 
nplish standards, aud decided the 
case w ith reference to his sympathies. 
is said that a more extraordinary 
opinion than this from a legal point of 
view was never seen at tho state de­ 
partm ent. 
O berlander was a deputy 
sheriff in California and he was kid­ 
naped and taken across the border by 
Mexican officers 
Mrs. Messenger, in 
whose house he had taken refuge, was 
ill-tteared. 
W hen it ( ame to rendering his decis­ 
ion, the arbitrator, it is said, ignored 
the facts and reasoned th at because the 
U nited States government, had uot rec­ 
ognized the rights of th* Chinese gov­ 
ernm ent to indem nity for the killing of 
Chinese at Hock S rings, Wy., w hile 
insisting upon indem nity for losses Bas­ 
ta nod by An erican missionaries in 
Chiua, we coaid not e poet to have an 
indem nity aw arded onr citizens in each 
cases as this. This peen liar lack of legal 
perceptions is said, at the departm ent, 
to be almost w ithout a parallel in the 
history of arbitration, aud has u n ­ 
doubtedly done much to prevent the 
submission of other claim s to arbitra­ 
tion. unless it can first be known th at 
the arbitrator is fam iliar w ith the p rin ­ 
ciples of common law, according to the 
English standards.

Countless thou san da of years ago vast 
stretches of glacial deposits came slid 
ing across the state of New Jersey, 
mounted the Palisades, pushed their 
way across the Hudson river, scoured 
over Manhattan Island and slid out into 
the Atlantic ocean, whither they disin 
tegrated and sank into the deep or per­ 
haps glided on to the other shorn 
Bot in their onward march these 
glaciers left indestructible evidence of 
their grinding stride, and today all 
along the palisades the trap rocks and 
bowlders are worn smooth where the 
mountains of ice and sand pawed over 
them. In some rocks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward 
and showing 
which way the glacial deposits drifted. 
There is the evidence, mate, but india- 
potable. 
To the careful observer there are 
numberless other evidences af the pres­ 
ence of glacial influences in the past, 
bot none is more convincing than the 
tramp bowlder that has finally settled 
down in the wood I in the heart of En­ 
glewood borough. There it sits, a tow­ 
ering mesa of rock weighing perhaps 
900 tons and resting upon three pointe 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a flat rock that is part of and common 
to the character of rock which compotes 
the palisadea 
Bnt, strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tramp bowlder is red sandstone from 
the Jersey hills 9ft miles inland, and 
the pedestal la me tam orp hits or soft 
granite. 
Around this marvelous monument 
have grown trets that may perhaps be 
a century old, and they have completely 
hedged it in, while the rock itself has 
stood where it stands today for thou­ 
sands of yearn On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
aotion of the elements can ba seen the 
deep ridges and acara made acrose its 
flat surface by tbs great grinding pres­ 
sure of the body of ioe and sand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
New York was ioe and now clad and 
the world was a desolate waste in a 
•tate at chaos. 
This tramp bowlder baa caused geol­ 
ogists much wonderment and ie regard­ 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
trvvr left in tbe wake of a glacier. It is 
equally astounding as though an explor­ 
er aboold Aud the hull of a steamboat in 
the bahan* desert. The only way it coaid 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had landed it from tbs 
sea in the heart of the inland sands.— 
New York Journal.

It is noticeable, for instance, that the 
more spherical eggs, as those at owls » 
trugooa Aud the like, are usually laid j 
in holes in the earth, rocks or trees, 
where they cannot fall out of the nest, 
and that the eggs of the ordinary song i 
bird, which makes a well constructed J 
nest, are oval, while the slim, straight 
sided, conoidal eggs, tapering sharply 
to a point, belong to birds that construct j 
| little or no nest—to the shore birds 
terns, guillemots and the Ilk* 
Why? 
Because these last drop them in small 
dutches and with little or no prepara­ 
tion upon mod or rook, where, were 
they spherical, they could only with 
difficulty be kept doser beneath the sit­ 
ting bird, but conical objects will tend 
always to roll toward a center 
An ad­ 
ditional advantage is that eggs of the 
latter shape will take up lew space— 
form a snugger package to be warmed. 
In tim case of guillemots the single egg 
laid is especially flat aided and tapering, 
and the species owes its perpetuation 
largely to this circumstance, linos 
were it not for the egg’s toplike tenden­ 
cy to revolve about its own apex, the 
chances are that it would be pushed off 
the ledge of naked sea cliff where the 
careless or stupid bird leaves i t 
This suggests a word in reference to 
Ute popular fable that sitting birds care­ 
fully turn their eggs every day or often­ 
er in order to warm them equally

such thing is dons because unnecessary,

it is hardly known, even to foreign res­ 
idents io Japan, that that laud, which 
has given us so much of art aud beauty, 
has lately revived the culture of its most 
remarkable flower, 
the asagao, our 
morning glory For size, beauty, range 
of color and illimitable variety there 
attained this sunrise flower precedes all 
others until its cultivation has become 
a craze, which is likely to spread to 
other countries, and—who knows—per­ 
haps there introduce the current Jap­ 
anese custom of 6 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing teas and garden parties.

Asagao, the morning flower, is more 
especially Japan's own blossom than 
the chrysanthemum, which, like it* 
came from China as a primitive sort of 
weed, afterward to be evolved by Jap­ 
anese art or magic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred varying forma 
We who know aud grow the morn­ 
ing glory as a humble back yard vine on 
a string—a vine with leaves like those 
of the sweet potato aud pony little pink 
or purple flowers—are as far in the 
floral darkness as the Chinese, who 
know it chiefly as a wild thing of fields 
sud hedge rows, the vine of “ the little 
trum pets'’ or the "dMwn flower, ” that 
is entangled with briers aud bushes for 
miles along the top of Faking » v\alls 
The old poetry aud the old art do uot 
stem to be permeated with it, as in 
Japan* where th© forms of vases, bowls 
•n iT ? - th. Astana and osiqMlWs of 


the greatest masters, repeat the grace! ai 
lines of vine ana flower, and scores of 
famous poems celebrate the asagao in 
written characters as beautiful to the 
eye as is their sound to the ear. 
The asaguo was brought to Japan 
with the Buddhist religion, that partic­ 
ular colt of early rising 
Scholars and 
priests who went over to study the new 
religion brought hack the seeds of many 
Chinese plants. 
The tea piunt came 
then, and Eisai brought the seeds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwau, the Chi- i 
nose priest at the Obaku temple iii U ji,' 
who tnuy have introduced the flower to 
Japan, was one of the Unit to sing of 
the asaguo in graceful ootas, classic 
poems which scholarly brushes repeat 
toduy. 
“ Asumacs bloom and fade so 
quickly, only to prepare for the mor­ 
row’s glory," is Tai Kwan’a best known 
verse.

Political History Is Being Rap­ 
idly Made.

H elag Fought at the Capitol, aud Has a 
Word About the Leaders. 


(Special Corbbspondbbcs.] 


Columbus, Jan. 5.—[SpecialI—One of 
the most sensational and remarkable 
sessions of any legislature ever beld in 
Ohio was that which marked the open­ 
ing of the seventy-third general assembly 
on Monday. Political history was made 
on that day, and the scenes enacted will 
not soon be forgotten by those who par 
tic!pated in them. The occasion was 
also very spectacular from a visitor's 
point of view. On that oocasioo a Demo­ 
cratic minority came into a Republican 
assembly and, with the aid of a handful 
of bolters from the Republican ranks, 
organised both branches. Although the 
Republicans had a good majority in the 
house and a flo in the senate, their regu 
tar slate was smashed to a thousand bits 
and Fred Blankner was the only man 
saved from the wreck. '‘Col. Fred" has 
been about the state house so long that 
be it above party considerations, and he 
was returned to hit old place as third 
assistant sergeant at arms. Otherwise 
the officers and employes of tbs assembly 
are all new men. from clerks to pages 
In the senate the Democrats captured 
the organisation entire, this being made 
possible by tbs absence of Senator Burke, 
of Cleveland, who was a part of the 
combine with the Democrats. Senator 
Thaddeus E. Oromley, of Pickaway 
county, was elected president pro tem, 
and the Democrats took to themselves 
every office from chief clerk down. Sen 
afer Voight, of Hamilton county, was 
elected on a Democratic fusion ticket, 
and it was expected that he woald vote 
with the Democrats on the organisation. 
When the Democrats demanded all the 
places and refused to allow the Repnbli 
cans anything, the senator refused to 
enter into their plans, hut they were 
successful without bim. 
Besides looking after the presiding 
officer's chair, in the absence of Lienten 
ant Governor Jones, it is expected that 
Senator Cromley will act as the Demo 
erotic leader daring the session. The 
leadership of the Republican side is not 
so well defined, bat it lies between Sena­ 
tors Sullivan, Alexander and Garfield 
The greatest sensation of the organi­ 
sation occurred Id the house, where the 
Republicans had what should have been 
working majority, that body being 
composed of 62 Republicans and 47 
Democrats. Nine of these Republicans 
went over to the Democrats and so 
captured the organisation. Hon. Alex­ 
ander Boswell, of Warren oounty, was 
the regular Republican candidate for 
speaker, and John L. Means for speaker 
pro tem. When the first vote was taken 
the tension was intense. When the 
roll call was finished Mr. Boswell had 
only 68 votes and Harry O. Mason, of 
Tuyahoga, the candidate of the oom 
Ane, had 66. The same vote elected 
John E. Griffith, of Union, speaker 


h o tem. The Democrats voted solidly 
lor these men, M d for a slate that in­ 
cluded every officer of the house. There 
was great excitement over the first vote 
M d cheers and hisses were mingled 
with equal force. The intense feeling 
was made manifest by Mr. Boswell, who 
refused to shake hands with his success­ 
ful opponent, and took occasion to call 
the bolters "traitors" when he made a 
speech seconding the nomination of 
Means. 
The members who formed the combi­ 
nation with the Democrats were Harry 
O. Mason, Cuyahoga: M. F. Bromley, 
Cuyahoga; John E. Griffith, Uoiou; 
John P. Jones, Stark; James Joyce, 
Guernsey; James Manuel, Montgomery ; 
J. C. Otis, Hamilton ; D. O. Rotan, Car­ 
roll; W. A. Scott. Fulton. These men 
hold the balance of power, and if they 
stick to the compact they have made 
they will be able to do just about as they 
please (luring this session. What their 


political future will be sod the excuses 
they will make to their Republican con­ 
stituency is another story. 
From the developments of the first 
two days of the legislature, it is plain 
thst there will be plenty of excitement 
doling the session, and there are rumors 
of sensations that nobody dreamed of a 
few weeks ago. The Democrats intend 
to take every advantage of the position 
in which they find themselves, and al­ 
ready they are dreaming of great 
things. 
Of connie the question of the next 
United States senator from Ohio is in- 
involved in all this to a large extent. Bat 
the probable outcome is a question that 
no man can fathom. The reader can take 
the claims of both sides and then form 
his own opinion. Senator Hanna stood 
sponsor for Mr. Boswell, and to a cer­ 
tain extent mads the speakership fight 
his own. Still the Hanna managers do 
not admit defeat with tbs downfall of 
Boxwall. 
They claim that Hanna is 
stronger than Box well by at least five 
votes, and if this it true he is safe. 
On 
the other hand the friends of Mr. Karts 
claim they can hold the combination 
together on the senatorial question and 
that Hanna is beaten. Still other well 
informed politicians promise a deadlock, 
and say that some of the Democrats will 
not vote for any Republican senator. 
The first senatorial ballot will not be 
taken until next Tuesday and there is 
plenty of time to work and speculate. 
Certain it is that the defeat of Boswell 
has made the situation mars dangerous 
for Mr. Hanna. 
Up in the halls of the state honae the 
members are getting themselves settled 
and business will soon be running an 
smoothly. 
Already some bills have 
been introduced, but little legislation 
will be enacted for a week or tw o; or 
until the committees are appoiated and 
get down to work.

A collapsed bank, a penitentiary sen­ 
tence for the manipulator and the fail­ 
ure of a score of board of trade firma 
were the results of the Harper wheat 
deal of 1887. The president of the Fi­ 
delity National bank of Cincinnati, aa 
unscrupulous speculator, reputed to ba 
rioh and capable, bat in truth without 
means and pa—ing off effrontery for ca­ 
pacity, started a wheat deal in the 
spring of 1887. He gave bis brokers the 
idea they wars acting for Standard Oil 
millionaires. He bamboozled everybody 
around bim, the president of bis bank, 
bis directors and his Chicago commis­ 
sion men. His money Game from bis 
bank, and bis speculation was begun 
for the purpose of making far him the 
fortune be bed claimed, bot which be 
had never possessed. He began with 
wheat around 80 cents, end on the day 
of his collapse—June 14. 1887—be pat 
it to 94 cen ta He bad to take 16,000,- 
OOO bushels of spot grain, end if he bad 
kept on he would have had to pay foe 
26.000.000 bushels, for bis manipulation 
was for July.

FRANKLINS GRAVE. 


E susans Glees Per Allowing It to Bemata 
la Ile Present Condition. 
Benjamin Franklin’s grave is in a 
neglected condition. 
No appropriate 
Hone rises ever it, the ground round 
about it is uncared for, aud tho tomb of 
(be great scholar and statesman ie us 
obscure as that of a man whose name 
and fame were no part of the glory of 
his country. 
« 
His grave is destitute even of a head­ 
line. It is covered by an old fashioned 
marble alab which was placed thole IOO 
years ago aud is now worn and discol­ 
ored by aga 
Nothing has been done to it sin^o 
Franklin was buried there, aud even 
the modest arrangements of the grave 
are not kept in the perfect condition 
that is expected of a great man’s tomb. 
The earth on all sides ia bare of grass, 
the common thatching of the common­ 
est grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 
The sexton said that the descendants 
of Franklin would not do anything to 
repair the grave; neither wonld they al­ 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev­ 
ery day he has received offers of sub­ 
scriptions from visitors, who are dis­ 
tressed by the forlorn appearance of 
Franklin's resting place and who would 
like to tee it improved. In reply he 
■ays, as he bas been instructed, that 
Franklin withed it aa "being a plain 
man averse to display of any kind. ” 
Not long ago, at his own er^ersa, he 
had the fading inscription recut, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, the 
name, would be gone. 
If he bad not done so, the last rest­ 
ing place of the greatest man, outside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have been forgotten and un­ 
known. Who it responsible for this con­ 
dition of affairs? Not the living rela­ 
tives of Franklin. The responsibility 
rests with the American people, to 
whom the man belongs. They should 
see to it in the future that what little is 
there to mark the grave is kept in bet­ 
ter order than it has been in the past 
Before he died Franklin provided for 
his own gravestone and instructed a 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in every 
detail, even to the inscription which 
was to be placed upon it He desired to 
be buried beside his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
•lab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads:

noue of these men was ever poisoned by 
it

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W ha! th# Lamps 
Should 
“ What are thew* lumps in my baby’s 
nock?” is a question often asked the 
doctor. 
Lumps, or kernels as they are often 
railed, because they feel like grains or 
Feeds under the examining fingers, are 
lymph bodies, or glands. 
The system of lymph glands and 
tubes covers the entire body. If it were 
exposed to view, it would have the ap­ 
parance of meshwork. Lymph ducts 
lead from the skin, from the mucous 
membrane, and from bone to lymph 
bodies which are further connected 
with one another by the same means. 
At soy point where there is an in­ 
flammation, a sore, a breaking of the 
skin or mucous surface, there will he 
found open mouths of lymph ducts into 
which waste matter is liable to enter. 
This waste matter sets up an irritation 
and an enlargement of the lymph bod­ 
ies to which it finds its wgy. It will 
now be easily understood bow snob an 
enlargement or inflammation of the 
lymph bodies always points to a state 
of inflammation at some point, perhaps 
st a considerable distance from the 
lamps themselves. Thus a felon on the 
finger causes enlarged glands to appear 
in the armpit 
Lamps in the neck may sometimes he 
plainly truced to eczema of the scalp, 
hometimes the month is the seat of the 
trouble. Large sud inflamed tonsils may 
be present, or the teeth may be decaying 
When the ear is the seat of on ab­ 
scess, either before or duriug the course 
of a purulent discharge enlarged glands 
are common. 
Enlarged lymph bodies jnst behind 
the angle of the jaw are sometimes sig­ 
nificant of catarrh of the nose aud the 
adjacent portion of the throat. 
The existence of enlarged lymph bod­ 
ies for a few days, or sometimes for a 
longer interval, cannot he said to be in 
itself dangerous. 
The case is different 
when lamps exist for several weeks or 
longer. They become changed im char­ 
acter after this time end begin to break 
down and form purulent matter. This 
stage, too, is more difficult to cure, as 
surrounding tissue may become affected. 
The skin over the glands is involved 
and becomes part of the large, soft, red 
or purplish swelling, now called an ab­ 
scess, which either breaks or is lanced 
by the surgeon 
These enlargements may become in­ 
vaded by the tubercle bacilli, from 
which consumption of the longs or a 
general consumption may develop. 
During the course of an infections 
disease, when tho glands in the ueck 
sometimes become enlarged, the care of 
the throat must not be neglected 
The 
use of an antiseptic solution on the 
affected parts will ofteu produce an im­ 
mediate good result.—Youth's Com­ 
panion.
